they were valid ones. It was Obvious that the Hornets, who had just 
pulled off possibly the upset of the year in NCAA Division || football by 
rolling over the highest ranking team in the western United States 
were a damn good football team. It was no fluke 

The game was a dramatic end to a season riddied with last - second 
defeats that clouded the talent of the CSUS athletes 

The pent - up frustrations were uncorked in unison as the jast 
second finally disappeared from the scoreboard sending CSUS 
players, the Hornet pep squad and around 60 fans racing onto the fieid 
to start the celebration One Hornet player, mobbed by two other 
teammates, expressed his elation by shouting, “Now | cari finally do 
my homework again Other players cried or laid down on the field to 
savor the victory. Despite being surrounded by the Cal Poly. SLO mar- 
ching band performing post game tunes, the party continued for over 
30 minutes 

CSUS had just performed with the type of intensity Mattos said had 
resulted in earlier season triumphs over an undefeated and nationally 
ranked Cal Lutheran team, 28-13, and Far Western Conference foe 
Humboldt State 34-17. the first H 
years 

The intensity fostered despite four losses by a grand total of 12 
points. “We were a footbail team that couldn't play good ball without 
emotion. it can be attributable to our mental toughness as players and 
coaches, Mattos said 

The third - year coach attributed a top - heavy game schedule and 
the inexperience among most of the Starting players as factors in the 
Hornets’ struggle to break into the win column until the fifth contest 
Mattos, however, was only disgusted with overall team play on two oc- 
casions: the fourth quarter against Cai Poly Pomona and the second - 
half against San Francisco State, games lost by the Hornets 27-7 and 
19-0, respectively 

Although CSUS, 3-8 a year ago, didn't improve on its win/loss 
record, finishing °-7, the numbers in many of the statistical 
departments are greater than in 1979 Offensively, the Hornets 
finished the season more than 1,100 yards ahead of iast years total 
with one game less. Freshman running back John Farley compiled 
952 of CSUS' total 3,550 yards, nearly 600 more yards than the top 
Hornet rusher a year agu. Farley recently became the first Hornet to 
ever make the Ali - FWC first team as a freshman 

Quarterbacks Ken Broughton and Steve Armstrong combined for 
1.432 yards in the air, 567 more yards passing than in 1979 Freshman 
Armstrong played the entire time during CSUS final ending two vic- 
tories, his only two starts of the season

‘One Trick Pony” is the story of musicians and 
the love they share for music, their one trick 

Hes a one trick pony 

One trick is all that horse can do 

He does one trick only 

it's the principal source of his revenue 

And when he steps into the spotlight 

You can feel the heat of his heart 

Come rising through 

Through the use of an excellent soundtrack and a 
solid, well - acted story, Simon achieves a realistic 
look at the rock music industry and the lives of a 
five-piece band on the road 

Jonah Levin (Simon) is an aging protest singer of 
the Vietnam era who has taken his new songs on the 
road to play mediocre rock and roll clubs in hopes of 
recapturing his faded popularity. His loves are his

A shark nabbed cur prospective dinner 
off Curt’s line one afternoon and then jurked in our 
wake with only its sharp fin visible 

The first time whales came calling, | siept through 
it, much to my later disappointment. it was a black 
might, and Dad smelled the fishy odor and heard the 
suction of air through the blow holes before the 
moon peeked through the clouds and exposed three 
30 - foot sleek black expanses They didn't appear 
threatening, but we had read of an instance where a 
small boat had been attacked by two whales which 
rammed it from different directions Dad started the 
engine to frighten them, and they soon veered away 

Several days later | sat dangling my feet over the 
bow when suddenly a huge. black mour itof 
the sea about 25 yards before us. | snatched in my 
toes and watched spelibound., as five or six more of 
the gleaming humps surfaced 

Whales!’ | shouted, and immediately Curt 
spotted severa! more off in ar jirection Mom 
was too frightened even to look, but | was “rilled 
Dad, the pragmatic commander, started the engine 
and before long we iosi sight of them 

We always managed to keep busy, reading or just 
puttering about on the boat Dad spent several after 
noons constructing a radar refiector after the 
original blew away Upon completing the reflector 
he climbed up the mast to secure it, the boat rolling 
precariously from side to side 

Five days out of Kauai Mom felt very sick when 
she got off watch at6.am She took an aspirin for her 
pounding head and crawied into the forward Dunk 
next to me For my mother, aspirin and Dramamine 
do not mix well, as we discovered 

A day later she couldn't sit upright, because of 
dizziness We carried her into the cockpit for fresh 
air and because there was less motion in the stern 
She slept there that night, and spent the final couple 
of days feeble and dehydrated. on her back We re- 
joiced on Aug 20 when we spotted the isiand of 
Oahu 

The faint outline of Oahu changed to scattered 
lights when darkness fell. We listened to Hawaiian 
music on the radio and felt as if we were back in 
Civilization By daylight we could see Kauai, the 
island we were headed for 

Approaching a tropical isiand is more beautiful 
by boat than by plane As we followed the south side 
of the island towards Port Alien, our destination, we 
spent several hours gazing at the golden beaches 
the lush foliage, and cloud - blanketed mountains 
We had been at sea 23 days 

We had been to Kauai once before, but since we 
had arrived through our own merit and at our own 
risk, the Garden |sie seemed lovelier and more v'b- 
rant than ever We were weicomed into the home of 
old friends and were given the royal treatment by all 
who learned of our adventure 

it took (48 about @ week to lose our sea legs, and 
even two weeks later Mom would get dizzy if she 
stood up suddenly | found myself waking up for my 
2 a.m. night watches during our entire two - week 
stay in Kauai. But the most lasting effect of the cruise 
is still with me: | want to do it again 

| will endure @ sun burnst scalp, dilated eyebalis 
at 2. a.m. in the morning, and floating and pitching 
pots and pans, as (on) as the whales will rise beneath 
my swinging feet, the moon will ascend round and 
orange, and the sea night will still sparkle and toes
